Count Sforza, in a personal letter 
to Signor Ivanoe Bonomi, the 
Italian Premier, yesterday, declined 
the post of Italian representative in 
the United States. 


Sforza travelled from the United

Court Sequel 
To Shooting 
Of Sergeant 


OLUNTEER DENIS DALY, 
of the Military Post, Bantry, 
appeared at a Special Court, held 
by District Justice D. B. Sullivan, in 
the Military Hospital, Collins 
Barracks, Cork, yesterday, charged 
with attempting to murder Sergeant 
John Sweeney, who was shot when 
approaching a sentry at Bantry 
Military Post. 
The only witness was Sergeant 
Sweeney, whose head was heavily 
bandaged, the bullet having entered 
by his left eye and passed through, 
leaving an exit wound. 
Sergeant Sweeney said that he left 
a public-house at midnight, having 
had eight drinks.

The proper pro- 
cedure would have been for the 
sentry to halt witness again, but the 
sentry, Volunteer Daly, did not 
carry out the regulations properly. 
The witness spoke to him about it, 
and Daly replied: “ What can you 
do about it, anyway?”

VERY serious increase in crimi-; 
nal proceedings, in marked con- 
trast to the decline in civil business 
since the war’s outbreak, is disclosed 
in the Statistical Abstract for 1944 
just published. Indictable offences, 
in particular, it states, have increased 
remarkably, reaching a total o 
17,213 in 1942, as compared with 
13,180 in 1941, and 9,014 in 1940. 
The increase was virtually confined 
to offences against property, lar- 
cenies especially showing remark- 
able increases. 

The Abstract also reveals a 
further increase in juvenile delin- 
quency, numbers charged totalling 
3,385 in 1943, as compared with 
3,350 in 1942, 2,562 in 1941, and 
1,806 in 1940. But whereas male 
delinquents showed a decline in 
1943, a very sharp increase occurred 
in the case of females of all ages. 
The relevant figures were:—Males: 
1943, 2,880; 1942, 2,917. Females: 
1943, 505; 1942, 433. Lack of 
parental control continued to be a 
dominating circumstance attending 
juvenile delinquency, this factor at- 
tending 45 per cent. of the total 
cases in 1943, as compared with 40 
per cent. in 1942. 

A “remarkable feature was that 
the majority of juvenile offenders 
were from-families of six persons or 
over, this fact obviously being cor- 
related with lack of parental control 
as a circumstance attending delin- 
quency. Over one half the offenders 
resided in houses of more than three 
rooms, the number living án tene- 
ments being comparatively small. 
Other figures culled at random 
from the mass of detail in the
